From reports given ai the monthly j 
meeting of the Fruit Growers* Asso­ 
ciation of 
Adams 
County 
at 
their t 
hall 
in 
Bendersville 
on 
Saturday 
evening it is believed 
that the apple 
crop in the county 
this year will Ik* 
up to that of IDIM while peaches and 
other fruits promise specially well. 


Practically all sections of the coun­ 
ty were heard from and, summed up, 
the prospect tor fruit as shown by the 
bloom is about as 
follows: 
Peaches 
bloomed almost universally well ex­ 
cept where the tree* are 
planted 
in J 
low frosty places. They have set fruit 
which is beginning to 
grow and the 
prospect seems unusually good for a | 
fine peach crop in Adams County. 


Nearly the same 
conditions apply 
as to plums which are 
grown 
to 
a 
limited extent 
commercially. 
Pear* j 
have bloomed well and seem 
to 
Lh* , 
setting a good crop. 
Reports on apple 
bloom 
vary

R. L. S. and His Wife Were a Care 
Free Happy Go Lucky Couple. 
In Ills autobiography in McClure’s 
Magazine. S. S. McClure pays a tribute 
to the character of Mrs. Robert Louis 
Stevenson. Ile says: 
“The more I saw of the Stevenson* 1 
Hie more I became convinced that Mrs. 
Stevenson was the unique woman in 
the world to be Stevenson's wife. * * * i 
“Mrs. Stevenson had many of tile 
fine qualities Hint W’e usually attribute 
to men rather than to women; a fair 
mindedness, a large judgment, a robust 
inconsequential 
philosophy 
of 
life. 
without which she could not haveI 
borne, much less shared with a relish 
equal to Irs own, Ii is wandering, unset- j 
tied lift*, his vagaries, his gypsy pas 
aion for freedom. Sin* bad a really ere 
atlve imagination, which she expressed J 
In living. Sin* always lived with great ! 
intensity, had come more into co n tact1 
with tile real world than Stevenson 
had done at tile time when they met. j 
had tried more kinds of life, known 
more kinds of people. When he mar­ 
ried her he married a woman rich In 
know ledge of life and the world. Mrs. 
Stevenson’s autobiography would be 
one of the most interesting books in 
the world. 
“A woman who was rigid in small 
matters of domestic economy, w ho in 
slitted upon a planned and ordered life, 
would have 
worried Stevenson ter­ 
ribly. In his youthful tramps he liked 
to start out with no luggage, buying 
a collar horp aud a shirt there as he 
needed them.

I remember hearing him tell 
how he and Mrs. Stevenson once went 
to Baris for a pleasure trip. They had 
a $500 check and some odd money, and 
they meant to have a thoroughly good 
time aud stay as long .as their money 
held o u t After a few days the'- found 
their funds running short; they couldn’t 
imagine what they laid done with it 
all. but there teemed to be very little 
money left, so they decided they had 
better get home while it lasted

they got home they found the $500 
check among their paper** They hadn’t 
cashed it at ail ami didn t even know 
they had ut.'*

WEATHER FORECASTS. 


Method of Tracing the Direction and 
Spaed of Storm*. 
Most of the severe storm* do not 
originate In tile Bruted States. 
They 
come to us from the Philippines. J h 
pun. Silieria, Alaska. Canada or the 
gulf of Mexico. 
Our weather bureau 
gets en hie. telegraphic or wireless no 
th e of a foreign storm. 
Station after 
station of ttie weather bureau and vc* 
*el after vessel In Hie patIi of the 
storm report it* arrival, so that the 
general direction and tile speed with 
which it travel* can is* very nearly de 
termlned. 
Some storms can U* fore 
told as much as ten days in advance of 
their arrival at a given point. 
When a storm from Siberia drifts 
eastward around the north pole and 
I en pj K»nm in Alaska the speed with 
which It has covered that section of Its 
course is made the basis of the calci! 
lation of the time when it should ap 
pour In Washington anil Oregon, when 
It should get to Hie great lakes and 
finally to the Atlantic coast, and each 
section Is warned in advance. 
Cnex 
ported conditions may delay the storms 
or divert them from the course 
Tills* 
are kept on the cold waves In much 
the same manner. The weather reports 
from Canada, iceland. FurojH*. Russia 
and Siberia are studied and predictions 
oiude as to when the cold waves from 
these countries will reach the United 
States. 
To predict floods Information Is re­ 
corded as to the amount of rainfall at 
headwaters of streams. 
As tile ruin 
reaches the main channel the height of 
tile waler is recorded from gauging*. 
Records show what a height of twenty 
feet at Btibuque, la , will produce ut 
Davenport, eighty tulles down the Mis 
sis.sippi. 
This plan Is followed on all 
the large rivers, and at each station 
full allow alae is made fur the effect* 
of water from tributaries arni from ad­ 
ditional and local rainfall.— Italic''a.

Catania, Sicily, May ll. 
Tile n u m ­ 
ber of dead in the great earth q u ak e of 
Saturday is officially placed at 171, 
with about 350 injured. 
However, a large portion of the de­ 
vastated district has not yet been in­ 
spected, and later reports may place 
these figures at a much higher m ark. 
The fact that the real shock was 
preceded by som e sixty trem ors of the 
earth, beyond question, saved 
h u n ­ 
dreds who, w arned in time, fled their 
hom es and took refuge beyond the 
danger of falling walls. 
Tile affected zone extends from 7.af- 
farna, the highest village on Mount 
Ktna, to the sea between Acldeale, on 
th e south, and Clarre, on the north. It 
includes I.inera, the re n te r of the dis­ 
turbance, P isano and Santa V enerina. 
At C antania the 
strongest 
shock 
lasted six seconds. Electric lights were 
extinguished and the stree t railways 
were put out of service. 
The people rushed from the houses, 
shops and cafes. Many of them Jump 
cd into boats and others crowded into 
the squares 
All of the hospital pa 
Hents ran to the courtyards, im plor 
ing help. 
Automobiles which made th e trip 
through the devastated district were 
often forced to m ake detours owing 
to the deep Assures across the roads 
The enorm ous force of the earthquake 
was evident everyw here, and the en 
tire district presenter! a spectacle of 
desolation, ruin and death. 
For centuries this region has auf 
fereq from earthquake, owing to the 
activity of Mount Etna. Yet it Is rela 
lively thickly populated, as the land is 
moat fertile. V ineyards grow with lit 
tie attention. 
W here I.inera stood is a m ass of 
rules. 
T hose houses which did not 
co lla p s e w ere so broken aa to em pha 
size the com pleteness of the disaster 
The village consisted of about 800 In 
habitants. Most of tile people escaped 
because the shock occurred when the 
m*»n and som e of the women w ere still 
working in the fields. 
From tile vineyards they saw their 
dwellings falling like houses of cards, 
an i when they arrived, breathless, at 
their hom es -they found only wre* k 
age, with som e of their people buried 
beneath it. T his accounts for tile fact 
that most of the victims at I.inera 
were women and children. 
At m any points along tile railway 
the tracks 
were ripped 
up by the 
shock. 
A thousand ten ts were distributed 
am ong the hom eless villagers aud sev­ 
eral thousand m ore have been asked 
for from tile m ilitary authorities. 
All the available nurses have been 
mobilized and are assisting In g ather 
fng the homeless and the children wile 
have lost their parents, for whom tem 
porary sh e lte r Is being provided. 
Professor Annibale RJero, director 
of the Etna Obnerv atory, believes tile 
disaster to have been due to a su b te r­ 
ranean infiltration of sea water, which 
on retc h in g tile ignited zone, caused 
internal explosions. Ile 3ays this was 
proved by the jets of 
boiling vapor 
which burst forth a t several points* 
w heer the earth q u ak e had caused dees 
crevices. 
Tile village of S anta Marla Verglne 
C atena was razed.
